BENJAMIN A. HALDEMAN, known as the "godfather of the city highways" of Philadel- 
phia, died in that city on March 4 at the age of 88. Mr. Haldeman had mapped out 
the construction of the Benjamin Franklin Parkway and Roosevelt Boulevard and is 
credited with having laid out more than half of the streets in Philadelphia's out- 
lying wards. 


His service with the city began in 1894 and ended in 1918 when he resigned as en- 
gineer in charge of the city plans division of the bureau of surveys. Later Mr. 
Haldeman was chief of the division of city planning and municipal engineering in 
the State Department of Internal Affairs, retiring from that position in 1928.
